Parizeau's Speech Sure was Slick

Part I: The Press Conference 

There was very little concern 
about Jacques Parizeau's speech on 
the global village. Instead, most 
media focused on his views dealing 
with Quebec separatism. 

Although Parizeau admits to 
having failed as premier, he is confi- 
dent that Quebec will become a sov- 
ereign state. He calls this, "'common 
sense more than enlightenment." 

Since fifty thousand votes out 
of five million was considered aclear 
majority 'no' vote, Parizeau hopes 
that ifit came down to the same thing 
for the 'yes' side, the vote would be 
respected. 

When asked about how he and 
his separatist views were being re- 
ceived across Canada he kind of 
chuckled and said, "What I've been 
doing in these lectures has nothing to 
do with today [the press conference]. 
Today I'm on technical matters that 
have nothing to do with politics." 
However, he did admit that he is 
generally more accepted in Ontario 
than in the west. 

He also wants to talk to stu- 
dents because students prov ide a pos- 
sible gateway for future understand- 
ing. "Students and I have remarkable 
discussions." Students tend to ask 
the questions, why, then how, and if 
a 'yes' vote is achieved, how do you 
organize your respective banks? But 
students don't usually agree with his 
first two answers, Parizeau said.. 

Finally, Lambda's Editor- 
in-Chief, Norman Shields, linked fi- 
nance with separation, asking about 
financial short term effects if Quebec 
separates. Parizeau believes that there 
will be very little change because 
most business is either publicly 
owned, cooperatives, or mutuals that 
cannot be bought or sold. As well, 
credit unions hold about half of the 
personal deposits in the province. "A 
large part of our financial structure is 
homegrown and not on the interna- 
tional market," 

Parizeau ended by talking 
about immigration to Quebec, saying 
that more emphasis could be placed 
on attracting more French and Latin 
American people, who have adapted 
to Quebec very well. However, im- 
migration policy, as it stands is pretty 
good and, "steady as we go." He also 
noted that the Parti Quebecois must 
build closer bridges otherethnic com- 
munities in Quebec. Parizeau also 
indicated that Quebec would not en- 
tertain a regional quota system, such 
as the U.S. has employed for years. 
This has been an ongoing process, 
and he made it sound like a dream. 
Part II: The Lecture 

The focus of this lecture, enti- 
tled The Global Village an d National 
Interest: The Adventure of Liberali- 
zation was with economic 
prosperity, the importance of a social 
safety net, and cultural development 
in a time of globalization. "The ad- 
venture starts amidst ruins and bank- 
ruptcies as WWII comes to an end." 
Opening with a controversial 
idea. Parizeau believes that free trade 
is good for all, particularly the smaller 
parts. As distances become irrel- 
evant and time lines are inconsequen- 
tial, international free trade becomes 
a possibility and must be beneficial 
considering its history. This leads to 
his support of the derailed Multilat- 



eral Agreement on Investment, but 
with particular focus on economic 
prosperity, a social safety net and 
cultural development. Mr. Parizeau 
introduces this notion as a set of 
pressure points, not necessarily regu- 
lation. 

Working in reverse order, cul- 
tural development is a great concern 
to all countries that wish to preserve 
and advance their cultural well-be- 
ing. The only uncaring country on 
this issue is the U.S., as only Holly- 
wood can rape the opportunity for 
money, intruding on all cultural de- 
velopment and shaping attitudes to 
support U.S. mindset. 
"The dominate cultural powerwould, 
quite naturally, prefer that all barriers 
against cultural products be lifted 
everywhere. Hollywood loves free 
trade," said Parizeau. 

Sooner or later there was 
bound to be a clash between globali- 
zation and cultural protection. This 
clash came during GATT talks and it 
was eventually decided to incorpo- 
rate NAFTA cultural protection into 
the final draft of the GATT agree- 
ment. The future fight over the 
policy will involve content, types of 
language and in a certain sense, the 
defense of the souls of nations, ac- 
cording to Parizeau. 

Next, Parizeau spoke about 
the social safety net. Commenting 
that some economists like to refer to 
perfect competition that "enchanted 
our youth," Parizeau said they feel 
that liberalization will increase ho- 
mogenization because social safety 
nets reduce growth and economic 
prosperity. However, with safety nets, 
it is the job of the government to 
speak out and define what needs to be 
changed specifically for their coun- 
try. Social nets will be different for 
different countries, and this will help 
them benefit from liberalization. 

"The objective of economic 
prosperity puts government in a quan- 
dary." There once was a need for 
decision making centres that would 
help in localized policy making, as 
long as they, to some degree, were 
within the national interest. Now that 
tariffs, quotas and most tax subsidies 
are gone, decision making centres 
are unsuitable and useless. In many 
cases, government makes bad busi- 
ness decisions but are good as repre- 
sentatives for public interest, and are 
compatible with current rules of lib- 
eralization. 

Banks have to ensure the avail- 
ability of funds to business and the 
public with as much competition as 
possible. Canadian bank mergers 
seem spectacular on a national level, 
but in the global village, they do not 
reduce the degree of competition, 
Parizeau said. Only on a more local 
level do bank mergers threaten com- 
petition. International loosening of 
regulation has actually increased 
competition, even for large merged 
banks. 

Governments must also pro- 
tect depositors and taxpayers from 
paying failed investments on behalf 
of the banks. As well, government 
will protect essential financial insti- 
tutions, and this creates more 
"adventurism." 

Furthermore, in the future it 
will be up to government to ensure 
that banks are protected from foreign 
investors wishing to purchase these

large essential banks. As it stands 
now, no shareholder can have more 
than 1 0% interest in achartered bank. 
This has most certainly kept banks 
under Canadian ownership. 

A good decision on the part of 
the government and financial institu- 
tions was to limit RRSP foreign in- 
vestment to 20%. This has ensured a 
steady flow of money to Canadian 
business, as have the investment pro- 
visions for life insurance companies. 
If investment policy for life insur- 
ance companies had changed in re- 
cent months, the declining Canadian 
dollar would have gone much fur- 
ther, Parizeau said. 

What they have done in 
Quebec with a kind of harmonization 
of the public financial sector is help 
smaller to average sized businesses 
export. High risk capital must be 
made more readily available for those 
that need it, otherwise financial 
growth can become stalemated. This 
secret Parizeau says is an untold story, 
"Thank God. The less the Americans 
know about it, the better," he said. 

Although the world is faced 
with the inescapable pursuit of liber- 
alization and globalization, this does 
not mean that nationalism is unim- 
portant. It is the responsibility of all 
governments to ensure economic 
prosperity, a social safety net. and 
cultural development. To say that 
national interest does not or will not 
exist is false. The focus shifts on how 
to manage the upcoming changes in 
the best way possible in this time of 
globalization. 



Part III: The Story 

"We set up in Quebec the 
Caisse de depot et placement, 32 years 
ago. It created a furor at the time 
because [it was to administer] the 
Quebec Pension Plan, the equivalent 
of the Canada Pension Plan. It could 
put money, not only in provincial 
government bonds, as the CPP, but in 
stocks and bonds to the extent of 30% 
of its assets... 

"We apply pressure when 
needed. The most striking example, 
I'll give it to you straight. It hap- 
pened some years ago; it's not cov- 
ered by the Official Secrets Act... 

Domtar is a very large corpo- 
ration in Quebec. It has something 
like 15,000 workers. Domtar, in the 
pulp and paper field, changed its presi- 
dent. There are two candidates both 
from the company, and considering 
the political atmosphere at the time, 
one of the two [wanted] to enhance 
his chances with the board to be ap- 
pointed president. One of the candi- 
dates says, 'if you elect me, Domtar 
will never invest another cent in 
Quebec' 



The Caisse had a representa- 
tive on the board. He called that 
afternoon. The decision was taken 
the next day with another financial 
institution of the public sector in 
Quebec to buy Domtar. We bought 
the company, the control of the com- 
pany, fired the board, checked [with] 
the new president (he was obviously 
the man for the job). I asked him 
beforehand if he still had the same 
ideas, he said 'oh no'. 

In the following two years two 
billion dollars of investment were 
made in Quebec by the same corpo- 
ration. Then we sold part of the stock 
in Domtar and the rest is up for sale at 
the present time. We don't know 
what to do with it, I mean the job is 
done. 

In Ontario we were consid- 
ered scandalous. The Caisse de depot 
has been denounced in the Globe and 
Mail and Financial Post about once a 
week if not twice a week for fifteen 
years. But then [others] did the same 
thing and they modeled their opera- 
tion on the Caisse de depot. And by 
the way, now we're heroes." 
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Boutros-Ghali's Drive Toward Peace

One can be certain that 
Boutros Boutros-Ghali is a diplomat, 
negotiator and peacemaker. 

When asked about Canadian 
disputes between Chretien and 
Bouchard, Boutros-Ghali answered 
that only through a continuous dia- 
logue can any understanding become 
possible. 

He also commented that, 
"the next generation will have to pre- 
pare themselves to find a solution to 
those problems." 

Diane Marleau added that it is 
Canadian pol icy to keep internal quar- 
rels at home, and the summit in Hanoi 
was a good demonstration of Canada 
acting as a single voice. 

Boutros-Ghali, Secretary- 
General of La Francophonie, was in 
Sudbury last Saturday to deliver the 
Falconbridge Lecture. 

According to Bourtros-Ghali, 
the role of La Francophonie is peace- 
keeping and negotiating, often along- 
side other organizations like the Com- 
monwealth and the United Nations. 

Such actions are political and 
cultural. For example, La 
Francophonie worked with the UN 
during presidential elections in Cam- 
bodia. They did the same in Togo 
with the African Unity. La 
Francophonie is also preparing to 
supervise an election in Central Af- 
rica. 

World organizations must not 
compete against each other, said 
Boutros-Ghali. One way to avoid 
this is a corporation consisting of 
these organizations. Another way, as 
is the case with Canada, is to belong 
to more than one organization. 
Canada belongs to both the Com- 
monwealth and La Francophonie, 
which makes it somewhat unique. 

While another organization is 
mediating foreign conflicts, it is not 
the role of La Francophonie to inter- 
vene. Intervention at this point, ac- 
cording to Boutros-Ghali, would only 
exacerbate the problem by adding 
potential conflicts between media-

tors to the fold. 

Boutros-Ghali said that La 
Francophonie should only offer its 
mediation services if there is no other 
international body involved, the dis- 
putants ask for help, and at least one 
of the countries involved is a mem- 
ber of the organization. 

There are now 52 countries 
united in La Francophonie. Boutros- 
Ghali believes Multilateral corpora- 
tions, such as La Francophonie, have 
definite advantages over more local 
operations. One pragmatic example 
of this is the ability to survey the 
business sector in participating coun- 
tries for more investment into La 
Francophonie nations. 

As well, economics is about 
speed. Improved communications 
and widespread internet access will 
strengthen the French language and 
improve French business. 

Boutros-Ghali went on to talk 
about democracy. Several organiza- 
tions are working towards a world 
democracy and they protect national 
democracy. In this way, every per- 
son in the world benefits. 

A question came from the 
audience regarding this and right- 
fully so. An impassioned man asked 
how can there be democracy when so 



many people in the world are starv- 
ing and are very poor, while we as 
western consumers control the wealth 
and power. 

While conceding that at 
present there is no international de- 
mocracy and that attaining even a 
minimal level is problematic, 
Boutros-Ghali said it must start some- 
where. 

A country, in order to get pri- 
vate investment, requires an infra- 
structure. To get an infrastructure 
requires foreign aid, but the problem 
right now is how to get aid to them. In 
order to do this, you need a minimum 
level democracy. Back to the begin- 
ning again. 

Boutros Boutros-Ghali, from 
Egypt, was born on November 14, 
1922. He became the UN's first 
African secretary-general from the 
Arab world in 1992. This man dedi- 
cates his efforts towards achieving 
peace in the Middle East. In 1997 he 
was appointed minister of state for 
foreign affairs, when he went to Jeru- 
salem on a diplomatic mission that 
led to the Camp David Agreements. 
In 1991 , he became foreign minister 
and then deputy prime minister. Fi- 
nally, in 1 997, he was appointed Presi- 
dent of La Francophonie.

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Lambda Scores a Major Coup 

Every third Thursday of the month, high atop the R.D. Parker Building, the 

Academic Senate conducts its regular public meeting. The decisions rendered by 
this body, bar none, are far and away the most important in students' academic lives. 
The Academic Senate is about to become much more visible to the average student. 

The Academic Senate is composed of as many as 63 Senators drawn from the LU 
community. Although the bulk of representatives are drawn from faculty and administration, 
students do have a voice on this body. The SG A/ AGE are permitted four representatives, the AEF 
two, and the GSA one. Needless to say, 11% student representation is rather small, but to be 
fair, this level is generally on par with other Ontario universities. 

Senate, as it is known, is responsible for determining the scope and regulations of LU 
programmes, as well as other academic details, such as writing competency requirements and 
academic penalties. Virtually every aspect of students' academic careers is affected by the 
decisions of this body. 

Until now, to report upon the activities of Senate required investigative skills of the highest 
order. This was because student media did not have access to the "Senate Package", which 
contains copies of all the relevant documents to be discussed at each meeting. The stumbling 
block was that the package often contains confidential documents such as students' grades and 
private personnel information. This impasse has finally been breached. 

At the June meeting of Senate, Ashley Thomson, award winning LU librarian and friend 
of Lambda, tabled a motion calling on Senate to approve the dissemination of the Senate Package 
to the student media, minus the confidential documents. The motion has been discussed by the 
Senate Executive Committee and appears to have been received favorably given that Lambda, 
I am pleased to report, received its first ever Senate Package last week. The motion must now 
survive a vote at Senate. It would be comforting to think that such a vote would be a mere 
formality for such a rational compromise, but in the weird world of Senate, nothing, absolutely 
nothing, is a certainty. 

If the vote goes as it should, Lambda, and the student media in general, will have the 
opportunity to provide the community it serves with far more accurate and timely stories about 
their academic futures'. 



Members of the Senate Executive Committee did not foresee any objections to this request, but 
insisted that all confidential documentation should not be circulated to these newspapers. The 
Executive Committee recommends:

Bullshit Lines that Political Parties May Try to Feed You

Election time, I can almost 
hear them now. Little men and 
women (mostly men) in suits sud- 
denly discovering that students ex- 
ist. One by one, coming up to us as 
students and listing all those oh so 
interesting reasons as to why they 
are the first ever politicians in the 
history of the planet to truly under- 
stand us and our concerns. 

Some folks that I know say 
that we should believe none of them. 
Don ' t vote, it only encourages them, 
is their refrain. From a student's 
perspective it seems to make sense. 
Of the three major parties in On- 
tario, each one of them have had 
power in the past ten years, and yes, 
each one of them did raise tuition. 
But being civic minded, (or sorta 
thick) I can't just not vote. I can't 
help but thinking that when we as 
students choose not to vote, we give 
license to the government to throw 
our interests out the window. That 
said, who to vote for? 

Since the SGA/AGE is non- 



partisan, it would probably be a bad 
idea to try to tell you who to vote for. 
For that matter, I probably should not 
tell you who to vote against either 
(hint: leader from North Bay, blue 
logo, party of choice of Conrad Black, 
the Globe and Mail and about every 
banker in the country). What I can do 
is talk about two myths that all poli- 
ticians will try to slip past you. 

The first myth is that of a 
tuition freeze. It is my personal opin- 
ion that all the parties in Ontario will 
be pushing a freeze in the next elec- 
tion. About now, I bet you are ask- 
ing, "isn't that what we are fighting 
for?" Yes and no. A tuition freeze 
would be good on one condition, 
only if deregulation is not allowed. 
Many politicians will try to push a 
freeze but suggest that fees be 
deregulated. The translation here is 
that the government will not raise 
tuition but will let school raise tui- 
tion as they like. As schools are left 
without funding, guess what will 
happen. We as students will see 
yearly increases while politicians will 
shrug their shoulders and say, ' it was 
not me.' 

The other myth is that of de- 



regulation. Deregulation is the act of 
giving individual institutions the right 
to raise fees instead of having them 
regulated by the government. For 
example, professional schools can 
now charge huge sums for tuition, 
based on the whims of Boards of 
Governors. Here at Laurentian, the 
last increase of tuition was based on a 
deregulation on the part of the gov- 
ernment.

This column is based on comments or questions received by library staff in 
person or on the Compliments / Questions/ Suggestions sheet which appears 
near the exit to the library. 

Question: My professor is requiring me to take the library's workshop 
programme even though I got a 1 on the WAC test. Do I have to? 

Reply: Yes, even though you may be enrolled in a WAC class. In 1994, 
the University Senate passed a motion that students enrolled in their first 
WAC/LIP course were required to successfully complete the library work- 
shop programme, as well as an exercise that tests their ability to find a book 
and article on a topic of their choosing. This means every student, not just 
those who received a 1 on the recent test. This past Spring, Senate extended 
this requirement to include all students taking a Dossier course. 

To help you document your compliance with the requirement, your profes- 
sor will likely assign you a Certificate of Participation that must be signed 
off by library instructors and then returned to your prof. 

Question: What are the benefits of this requirement? 

Reply: WAC (and now Dossier) courses, which involve teaching students 
how to write, often require them as part of the writing process, to gather 
information in the library. The ultimate goal of the library workshop 
programme is to teach students to think critically when they set about to 
gather their information. 

Question: I took the programme last year but my prof, never required 
me to do the library exercise. Do I have to do it again this year? 

Reply: No. You can take this year's library exercise as a challenge test. 
And once you have successfully completed the exercise your success will be 
noted in the library's computer under your student record. If you are ever 
required thereafter to take the programme, you will then be automatically 
signed off. 

You should know, however, that the 1 998- 1 999 1 ibrary workshop 
programme has been improved over last year's package. Increasingly, 
libraries are "going electronic" and this year, there will be greater emphasis 
placed than ever before on the various electronic platforms students can use 
to find their information. Interestingly, many of the library's electronic 
products may be accessed not only in the building but across campus, and 
even from home, if you happen to have Internet access. 

Question: What if no prof, assigns the workshops. Can I still come? 

Reply: Absolutely. And there is no charge. All you have to do is find the 
bust of Ms. Desmarais at the entrance to the library, pick up a workshop 
schedule, and then sign your name in the binder at a time convenient to you. 
See you in class!!

My Left Handed Mother

In spite of the large amount 
of music and poetry in distribution, 
it isn't often that I am immediately 
captivated by an artist's work. 

Cheryl Kennelly 's debut spo- 
ken work CD My Left Handed 
Mother, however, had me com- 
pletely engaged from beginning to 
end. Ranging in tone from ascerbic, 
playful, and angry to soft and subtly 
sensual, Kennelly's voice — along 
with music and interesting sound 
accompaniments — bravely attempts 
to burst the bubbles surrounding the 
many social illusions, hypocrisies, 
and divisions which, to use her 
words, "mystify the truth." 

The 1 2 tracks on the CD deal 
creatively with a range of important 
and sensitive issues: the 
objectification of women and chil- 
dren by the pornography industry, 
the Hope in a Bottle used by the 
cosmetics industry to market beauty 
myths, our stereotypical perceptions 
of "normalcy" with regard to body 
image("she spent the best/years of 
her life/all tangled in knots/rooted 
by hair/she winced as she tweezed 
the /unwanted growth/not even 
chickens are plucked/alive." (Un- 
wanted Growth), definitions of san- 
ity and the supposedly 
"insane"("normaky is the. ..inner 
voice./asylums are full of ...inner 
voices." Inner Voices) and the real- 
ity of other inhumane social hypoc- 
risies and practices which are often 
neglected and masked over by the 
media or ignored by ourselves. 

I think what I enjoy most 
about this CD is that it is uninhibited 
and meets you directly at eye level. 
The elements of anger and frustra- 
tion with society in Kennelly ' s work 
are communicated powerfully and 
bluntly without sounding preachy 
or pretentious. It's always great to 
listen to artists who write about 
things beyond their own bellybuttons 
because sometimes a few good jolts 
back to at least a momentary con- 
sciousness of the larger perspective 
of the human experience seems due. 

Overall, I found My Left 
Handed Mother quite inspiring, 
especially given that it is the work of 
local talent. Along with the CD, the 



title track "My Left Handed Mother" 
and "The Bakery" have been visually 
interpreted for VHS video. The 
launch of the CD itself will take place

Try to imagine one of the 
world's most sophisticated laborato- 
riei and then place it 2000 meters 
below the earth's surface. This vision 
li.is become a reality for those in- 
voWed in creating the Sudbury Neu- 
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trino Observatory (SNO). While it 
may seem strange to go underground 
to study the sun, SNO will provide 
scientists from around the world with 
answers to questions that until now 
have eluded them about the micro- 
scopic and fundamental laws of phys- 
ics. 

Neutrinos are tiny particles 
which are produced in huge numbers 
in the core of the sun. Considered to 
be the elementary building blocks of 
our universe, it is understood that if 
they even have a tiny mass they could 
slow the expansion of the universe 
and reverse the "Big Bang" to create 
a "Big Crunch" billions of years in 
the future. 

Neutrinos were first pro- 
duced in the original "Big Bang" and 
more are produced steadily by the 
nuclear reactions powering the sun. 
They stream through us continuously 
and only once in a lifetime may one 
stop inside of our bodies with no 
noticeable effect. According to 
SNO's Institute Director, Dr. 
McDonald of Queen's University, 
"when detected by SNO, neutrinos 
can reveal information about our Sun 
and stars which cannot be obtained 
by other means, including informa- 
tion about questions as fundamental 
as the future evolution of our Uni- 
verse". 




These questions will be an- 
swered 2000 meters underground at 
INCO's Creighton Mine. The labora- 
tory has been built underground be- 
cause neutrinos can pass through the 
rock easily while other interfering 
cosmic rays are stopped by the rocks 



above the lab. SNO has brought to 
gclher scientists from Canada, the 
United States, and Great Britain to 
create the ten story lab. 

The lab consists ol an inner 
core or "lens" that is a 12 meter 
acrylic plastic sphere filled with 
"heavy " water. Surrounding the trans- 
parent tank is a huge geodesic sphere 
containing 10000 photo 
sensors which are im- 
mersed in pure water in 
the 22 meter diameter 
SNO cavity. These will 
record the size and direc- 
tion of the light Hashes 
and tell about the neutri- 
nos that caused it. 

Since ordinary 
materials contain tiny 
amounts of natural impu- 
rities which also give off 
energetic particles, they 
can also produces flashes 
of light. This translates 
into the need to create a 
laboratory kept clean of 
dirt and dust particles to 
prevent interference with 
neutrino signals -not an 
easy task in a fully opera- 
tional mine! The result was pieces of 
equipment being disassembled, 
brought ir)to the mine, and then reas- 
sembled underground in air which 
has dust levels 20 times lower that 
those in ordinary house air. 

First proposed in 1984, the 
SNO project has been under con- 
struction since 1990. The total con- 
struction cost has been $74 million, 
however if it were to be attempted 
anywhere else in the world the cost 
would have been over $500 million. 
SNO funders include: Natural Sci- 
ences and Engineering Research 
Council. National Research Council 
of Canada, Industry Canada, North- 
ern Ontario Heritage Fund Corpora- 
tion, U.S. Department of Energy and 
the U.K. Science and Engineering 
Research Council. 

SNO has also provided the 
need to stretch existing technology 
and pioneered new material and in- 
strumentation development. SNO 
required a huge underground cavern 
be constructed that is 22 meters across 
and 34 meters high- the largest in the 
world at its 2000 meter depth. Agra- 
Monenco/Canatom is the prime con- 
tractor for the Observatory and was 
responsible for the management of 
the excavation of the cavity, the engi- 
neering design and procurement of 
the necessary materials and equip- 
ment from 
suppliers 
around the 
world. 

Once 
completed, 
the cavem 
was then 
lined with a 
water and 
radon 
proof liner 
to achieve 
the water 
volume 
needed for 
the detec- 
tor. This liner also provides a shield 
from the radioactivity and radon gas 
coming from the surrounding rock. 
Because of the need for ultra pure 
materials to construct the support 
ropes, inner acrylic vessel and light 
sensors, many of the components are 



one-of-a kind in the world. The 
plexiglass sphere which will hold the 
heavy water is the largest ever built 
at 12m in diameter and constructed 
with 120 curved panels. 

The key to the Sudbury 
Observatory is the heavy water which 
is made available on loan from 
Atomic Energy of Canada Limited 
(AECL) with the cooperation of 
Ontario Hydro. No other 
country has the reserves of 
large amounts of heavy wa- 
ter. The water is stockpiled 
in Canada because it will 
eventually be used as the 
moderating agent in 
CANDU reactors. The heavy 
water is not radioactive and 
the only difference between 
it and regular water is the 
addition of a neutron in the 
nucleus of each hydrogen 
atom in the water. 

The heavy water is 
key because all three forms 
of neutrinos react with it . 
The 1000 tonnes of heavy 
water in the giant acrylic con- 
tainer will allow the neutri- 
nos to be observed up to 50 
times the rate they have been 
detected to date. Although 
four other detectors exist in 
the U.S., Japan, Russia and 
Italy, these experiments are 
not sensitive enough to pro- 
vide the tremendous amount 
of new information that SNO 
will provide. 

The specially de- 
signed electronic chips, cir- 
cuits and components for 
processing signals from neu- 
trino events are in place so 
that the neutrinos' location, 
energy and reaction type can 
be determined with excel- 
lent accuracy. Within the 
sphere with the heavy water 
is 9500 ultra-sensitive light 
sensors to observe the faint 
bursts of light produced by 
neutrinos. These microchip 
designs have been produced 
under the direction of SNO 
groups at the University of 
Pennsylvania and Queen's. The spe- 
cialized computer software has been 
developed by groups at the Univer- 
sity of Washington and other SNO 
institutions. 

SNO's official opening was 
April 29, 1998. The opening marked 
the completion of a seven year de- 
sign and construction period and the 
partnership of more then 75 SNO 
scientists and over 200 members of 
SNO's engineering and construction 
teams. The opening ceremonies be- 
gan at Creighton Mine and were at- 
tended by federal, provincial and lo- 
cal governments; funding agencies 
in Canada, U.S., and Great Britain; 
SNO's 1 1 participating institutions, 
and companies with key roles in the 
assembly process. 

The distinguished repre- 
sentatives of the scientific commu- 
nity who were in attendance in Sud- 
bury first attended a reception hosted 
by Industry Canada within the Sci- 
ence North Tavern. This reception 
was broadcast via satellite to Fraser 
Auditorium where those in attend- 
ance also watched a recorded lecture 
by Dr. Stephen Hawking, a Profes- 
sor at Cambridge University, Great 
Britain. The proceeds from this event 
will be used to create a scholarship 



which will be announced in the fu- 
ture by the SNO institute. 

Other note worthy scientists 
in attendance for the opening in- 
cluded Nobel laureate Dr. Bertram 
Brockhouse, a Professor of Physics 
at McMaster University in Hamil- 
ton who won the 1994 Nobel Prize 
in Physics. Also in attendance was 
Dr. John Bahcall, a professor in the

Astrophysics Group at the Institute 
for Advanced Study in Princeton, 
New Jersey and Dr. Richard Taylor, 
professor of Physics at Stanford Uni- 
versity, in Stanford, California, who 
was awarded the Nobel Prize in Phys- 
ics in 1990. 

Since the opening ceremo- 
nies in April the SNO project has 
been busy calibrating the light sen- 
sors. According to Dr. Doug 
Hallman, Director of Communica- 
tions, and Physics Professor at Lau- 
rentian, the water is currently filled 
to the base of the light censors and 
the pure water is now being added to 
the base of the lights. In the weeks to 
follow the heavy water and pure 
water will be added to completely 
fill the observation lab. Dr. Hallman 
was pleased to report that some sig- 
nals are being detected due to events 
in the plastic, and SNO is also re- 
ceiving background signals which 
are not neutrinos because the heavy 
water is not in place yet. 

At this time the SNO team 
is continuing work on the software 
calibrations in order to read the re- 
sults, interpret the neutrinos and how 
the detector responds to them. When 
the water is in place Sudbury and 
Laurentian scientists will start staff- 



Astrophysics Conference. This is 
partly due to SNO being the newest 
memberof the world's underground labs. 

If interested in learning more 
about the Sudbury Neutrino Observa- 
tory students can see the displays set 
up in the corridors of the Physics De- 
partment (5th floor of the Fraser build- 
ing). Science North has also set up a 
continuing display in the Centre in- 
cluding a twenty minute video presen- 
tation. Dr. Hallman said that this dis- 
play will be continually updated as the 
project continues.

SNO will provide a brand 
new challenge to scientists of today 
and the future by providing answers to 
questions that until now have been 
unanswered, and providing new ad- 
vancements in design technology, 
material manufacturing and electronic 
advances. SNO has already drawn in- 
ternational scientists and media to Sud- 
bury and Laurentian University, which 
in turn provides students with the op- 
portunity to witness what could be a 
fundamental shift in the way we view 
the universe. 
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Indoor Sports Facility to Open Soon

Scattered throughout south- 
ern Ontario are a number of indoor 
sports facilities that are open to the 
general public. These facilities have 
been up and running for years. How- 
ever, no one had the idea to bring 
such venues to the north.

Opening on October 2 will be 
the Exhibition Centre indoor sports 
facility at 967 Falconbridge road. 
Converted from an old bingo hal 1 , the 
centre has undergone a major facelift 
and will soon be ready to register 
people in their winter leagues. 

The goal of the business is to 
serve Sudbury and area and cater to 
any sport or activity for which people 
want to use it. When 
fully operational, the 
centre will have a res- 
taurant with a full bar 
in which you can un- 
wind after a game. 

Co-managing the 
business is Rob Baird, 
a recent graduate of 
the sports administra- 
tion program at Lau- 
rentian. According to 
Baird, the inspiration 
for the facility was the long winters 
that northerners have to endure each 
year and the lack of any real facility in 
which you can play sports. 

"Unless you snowmobile or 
play hockey, there is really not much 




as athletics are concerned)" says 
Baird, who interned at a similar facil- 
ity in Southern Ontario. 

Market research 
that was done 
showed that over 
6000 people in Sud- 
bury were registered 
in a soccer league in 
the summer. That 
was a huge attrac- 
tion for the four in- 
vestors, who each 
put in over $20,000 
of equity plus the 
added overhead of a 
bank loan just to get the business off 
the ground. They hope that the at- 
mosphere-controlled facility will be 
an attraction to a portion of those 
summer soccer athletes. 

"Unlike an arena, which has 
to do in Sudbury in the winter (as far floors that can sweat, our facility is 




air-conditioned and does not have 
the same danger factor as an arena 
where, by the end of the game, there 
can be puddles all over the playing 
field," says Baird. 

The facility will soon go on 
an advertising blitz in order to get 
their name out to the public. Articles 
have already been done in Northern 
Life and the Sudbury Star and Baird 
is working hard to try to let everyone 
know about the possibilities that the 
facility will offer. 

"It is open to everyone for 
almost every conceivable purpose," 
says Joe Greco, a co-owner of the 
centre. 

Over $10,000 has already 
been put out in initial outlay and in 
direct marketing. Baird fully ex- 
pects that number will rise to over 
$20,000 by the time that the blitz is 
finished.

"clearly not about the Clinton house- 
hold." What the book does seek to 
address - and dispel - is "the notion 
that governments are powerless to do 
what ordinary people want them to 
do," such as maintain social programs 
and reduce unemployment. 

McQuaig was in Sudbury on 
Saturday afternoon to kick off day 
two of LU's sixth annual Economic 
Policy conference with a luncheon 
address in the Great Hall. Jacques 
Parizeau was the keynote speaker on 
Friday. 

In her address, McQuaig drew 
attention to the historical potency of 
western governments in regulating 
the flow of capital. In particular, she 
pointed out that the money markets 
were very much regulated 
from World War II until 
the mid-1970's. Such 
controls were exacted as 
a response to the chaos of 
the post-war period, and 
McQuaig emphasized the 
deliberate nature of these 
controls on the mobility 
of capital. 

The result of these 
controls, according to 
McQuaig, was that gov- 
ernments could implement social 
policies without fearing the with- 
drawal of capital. Ultimately, this 





nirvana-in-progress facilitated the de- 
velopment of an "unprecedented 
societal equality". 

What has changed since the 
mid-1970's is not the fact of globali- 
zation and technology - 
the rationale often cited 
for government cuts to 
social programs, in fear 
of fickle money traders - 
because relatively quick 
global money transferhas 
been a reality since the 
late 1860's. What has 
changed, according to 
McQuaig, has been gov- 
ernments' lack of "po- 
litical willingness to 
stand up to the financial markets." 

McQuaig says this notion that 
"inequality is unstoppable" is 



"wrong". To her mind, governments 
have simply "surrendered their 
power" to regulate the free move- 
ment of capital (the "root of the prob- 
lem"), but notes that this power can 
be "reclaimed". 

One such possibility for the 
reclamation of power over the money 
markets is the Tobin Tax, proposed 
and developed by James Tobin. The 
Tobin Tax would discourage short- 
term financial investments because 
it would impose a very small tax 
(.2%) every time currency is con- 
verted. 

The level of the tax would 
make it virtually undetectable to long- 
term investors, but would act as a 
deterrent to speculative capital and 
thereby allow governments more 
flexibility in policy-making. 



Eaton's Axes Earnings 
Estimate 

Shares of T. Eaton Co. slid to a new low since being listed in June. 
On Friday, the retailer cut its earnings forecast for this year by more than 
half, blaming it on a weakening economy. The shares (ETNXTSE) closed 
at $8.75, down by 9.3%. Along with its revised fiscal 1 999 profit forecast 
for the year ending Jan. 30, the company reported a $19.8 million 
operating loss for the second quarter, compared with a $33 million 
operating loss, before unusual gains, for the same quarter a year earlier. 
Revenue for the 64-store chain rose 1 .5% in the second quarter, to $3 1 6.7 
million from $312 million. The net loss, including income statement 
items and earnings from discontinued operations, was $44 mil lion ($2. 1 8 
a share, based on 20.2 million shares outstanding), compared with a loss 
of $1 2 million ($ 1 .50. based on eight million shares outstanding) a year 
earlier. 

Eaton's shares had already taken a beating, dropping from a June 
10 issue price of $15 and a high of $16.20. Investor confidence was 
furthereroded Friday with anew forecast of the 1 999 profit of $26 million 
($1.41), which includes $30 million of earnings from discontinued 
operations. The company had earlier forecast a profit of $58 million 
($3.23). 

Emergency 
G7 meeting held 

Officials from the G7 leading economies (Britain, Canada, 
France, Germany, Italy, Japan and the United States) are holding an 
emergency meeting in London to discuss how to respond to the world- 
wide economic crisis. 

One possible outcome of 'Monday's meeting is that the G7 
central banks will agree to coordinate a reduction in interest rates should 
Wall Street plummet. The Bank of Japan already lowered its interest 
rates last week. Traders in the financial markets are now expecting both 
the U.S. federal reserve and the Bank of England to make borrowing 
cheaper in an effort to help banks in Asia and Russia. 

The G7 is keeping a close eye on the new Russian Prime Minister, 
Yevgeny Primakov, whose appointment was approved by the Russian 
Parliament Friday. Some have described the meetings as a chance to 
share ideas and analyses of Russia's problems while others point to fears 
that world leaders may have about the economy. 

Mandela to lead first 

South African 

trade mission to Canada 

Nelson Mandela, President of South Africa, will be in Canada at 
the end of September to promote stronger economic ties between the two 
countries. Although Mandela is not scheduled to visit northern Ontario 
himself, twelve South African business people will be visiting North Bay 
and Sudbury on September 28 and 29 as part of South Africa's first 
national trade and investment mission to Canada. 

Canada and South Africa are both major mining economies with 
a wealth of experience in mining a wide variety of minerals in different 
terrains. Both have been world leaders in developing new technologies 
and techniques to improve the efficiency of mining and the effectiveness 
of exploration. The South African companies aim to explore partner- 
ships and marketing opportunities in areas from conveyors, valves and 
pumps to plant construction and mining electronics. 

Mining is the most international of industries and the South 
African Trade and Investment Office hopes that the September events 
will boost cooperation and strengthen business links between the mining 
sectors in Canada and South Africa.

LU Cross-Country Team 
Competes With 
NCAA Athletes

Best efforts aside, the 
Voyageurs were not able to take the 
podium in competition this week- 
end at Lake Superior State. LUwas 
the only Canadian team at the five 
school competition, and placed fifth 
overall in the women's events, while 
the men held a marginally better 
fourth place position. 

Some notable personal efforts 
were made by Pat Hillman, who led 
the men's side with a team leading 
fifteenth place finish, and by Lynn 
Perron, who had the best women's 
team finish of thirteenth place in 
overall competition. 

Dr. Al Salmoni, coach of the 
Voyageurs Cross-Country team, felt 
that the performance of his athletes 
was "good" and that the meet was 
beneficial as a "tune-up" for the rest 
of the season. He pointed out that 
the other athletes in the competition 
were from NCAA Division II 
schools, which means that they had 
already been in training for at least 
two weeks prior to the meet. Dr. 
Salmoni said that the athletes from 
LU had some "sharp individual 
times" and that they did very well 
considering the high calibre of the 
competing athletes. The event was a 
way for the coach to assess the level 
of fitness of the athletes from LU, 
and proved to be valuable training 
for the individual athletes as well as 
the entire team. 



Dr. Salmoni expressed a great 
deal of excitement and enthusiasm 
when asked about the team's pros- 
pects for the upcoming season. This 
year's men's team has recruited two 
top runners from high school, both of 
whom are past OFSSA champs. He 
expects that the men's side should 
finish the season with a conference 
ranking of third orfourth, which could 
translate to a national ranking of sev- 
enth or eighth. This would be an 
improvement from last year's finish 
which was sixth in the conference 
and tenth nationally. 

The women's team is also 
expected to improve drastically. Dr. 
Salmoni expects a finish of seventh 
or eighth in the OUAA, an 
impovement from last year's tenth 
place conference finish. He was also 
quick to acknowledge that the main 
goal for both teams was to remain 
positive and concentrate on "build- 
ing a good foundation" and athletic ' 
development. This is congruent with 
the team's composition, as first year 
students make up approximately 
thirty percent of the squad. 

The Cross-Country team will 
be competing next in the Ramsey 
Road Race which will be starting at 
the track at 10:30am Sunday. The 
race will be either a five kilometre 
road race or a twenty-one kilometre 
half- marathon, depending on the pref- 
erence of the individual athlete. The 
first stages of OUAA competition 
will be held in London a week later.
